Dear  Mr.  Bodeker: 

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  of  Lillie  Street  between  Lantemier 
Street  and  the  Wabash  spur  track  and  the  alleji  running  north  and  south  be- 
tween Lillie  and  Winter  Streets  north  of  Lantemier  and  have  no  objection 
to  the  above  vacations  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  It  is  apparent  from  field  inspection  that  Lillie  Street  never 
will  be  extended  north  of  the  Wabash  Railroad  because  of  the 

location  of  the  General  Electric  Plant  immediately  north  of  the 
railroad  and  on  a direct  line  with  the  right  of  way  of  Lillie 
Street  to  be  vacated. 

2.  At  the  present  time  Indiana  § Michigan  Electric  Company  owns 
ground  on  both  sides  of  the  section  of  street  to  be  vacated 

and  it  would  seem  that  a better  use  of  the  land  could  be  obtained 
if  the  street  were  vacated  and  allow  the  two  parcels  to  be  tied 
together. 


3.  The  alley  from  Lantemier  north  to  the  railroad  and  thence 
west  to  Winter  Street  serves  no  useful  purpose  from  the  stand- 
point of  servicing  adjacent  property.  The  only  owner  involved 
would  be  the  Hipskind  Asphalt  Company  and  they  presently  have  a 
building  which  is  located  on  the  east-west  portion  of  the  alley 
to  be  vacated.  Also,  the  alley  is  fenced  off  and  apparently  has 
been  fenced  off  for  a good  many  years. 


For  the  above  reasons,  it  is  our  recommendation  that  the  alley  and  street 
involved  be  vacated  subject  to  retention  of  the  necessary  utility  ease- 
ments .
